At the Meeting Last Night-A Cage of Con

The city councilmade an exhibition 


of itself last night, and the amoun 
of ignorance 
and 
tuick-headedness 


displayed by some of . the -honorable 
law-makers was astonishing. 
Garbage 


•was the fruitful source of all the 
trouble, and practically caused business 
to come'to a dead stand still for up 
wards of an hour. 
Three or four mem- 


bers were responsible for the tangle, 
these gentlemen absolutely refusing 
to see points that seemed as-plain'as i 
nose on a man's face. 
The result oJ 


this was that matters were acted upon 
two or three times; half a dozen mo 
tions were before the house at the same 
time; members were either roasting 
each other or talking about something 
entirely foreign to the subject under 
consideration. In fact, general confus- 
ion reigned, .and such a spectacle has 
not been witnessed for a long time. 


The actions of some of the members 


would be laughable, were it not that 
this is-a serious matter. 
It should be 


remembered that these men are sup- 
posed to manage the affairs of the city. 


THE SESSION. 


Mr. Selby presented -a petition set- 


ting forth that the drain on the" south 
side of Oft'nere street, across Fourth, 
was in bad shape and overflowed al 
every rain. The water plug could not 
be opened, owing to the -improper 
drainage. 
Referred to the committee 


on streets, the engineer and street com- 
missioner for investigation and report. 


The president called Floyd Mcdor- 


mick out on the floor, saying he under 
stood Floyd had something of import- 
ance to communicate. Floyd came out 
and said he had been sent to council by 
the gentlemen in charge of the Fourth 
of July celebration. They were very 
desirous of making a fine impression 
upon our visitors, and so asked council 
to take some action looking to putting 
the streets in good shape. 
He sug- 


gested that the paved streets be flushed 
the night before the Fourth. 
Floyd 


pointed out that this might tarn out to 
bo a great thing for the city, as it 
might solve the problem of cleaning 
the paved streets. He had seen this 
tried in Indianapolis in 1SSS, when 
Harirson was a candidate for President, 
and it had been a blooming success. 
Some people think our streets are not 
sept in as good shape as they should 
36, said Mr. McCormick in conclusion. 
The matter was referred to the com- 
mittee on streets, street commissioner 
and fire chief for consideration. 


A communication from the board of 


aealth, in reference to various matters, 
was read.

Gallia street and Fifth street were 
referred to the committee on sewers;

;he committee on streets; the matter of 
arbage men not doing good work was 


referred to the city solicitor. 
Presi- 


dent Turley complimented the board of 
health. 


Annual report of the water works 


board was read. It was published in 
yesterday's Times. 


The schedule, amounting to' $3,255.- 


73, was allowed. 


Mr . Labold, of the special commit- 


;ee on sanitary sewers, said his com- 
mtitee had had a conference with Mr. 
Kice, who said he could secure a com- 
pany to build a sewer, if the city would 
guarantee that they would realize a 
lertam amount on their investment. 
Mr. Laobld thought the city needed 
such .a sewer, but when it was built the 
city should do the work and own it. 


Mr. Osobrn reported that the Sev- 


enth street engine house was in very 
bad shape. The city was not in shape 
,o build a new house. Mr. Osboru ac- 
cordingly moved that the matter be re- 
'erred to the committee on public prop- 
erty, they to see what repairs are 
needed and recommend them to coun- 
il. A new tower, new barn 
and 


proper drainage will be provided for. 


Fines and licenses, amounting to
